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Important Safety Instructions 



Before using your printer, read the following safety instructions to make sure you use 
the printer safely and effectively: 

■ Turn off and unplug the printer before cleaning. Clean with a damp cloth only. 
Do not spill liquid on the printer.

Do not place the printer on an unstable surface or near a radiator or heating vent 
or direct sunlight. 

Do not block or cover the openings in the printer's case or insert objects through 
the slots. 

Use only the type of power source indicated on the printer's label. 

Connect all equipment to properly grounded power outlets. Avoid using outlets 
on the same circuit as photocopiers or air control systems that regularly switch on 
and off. 

Place the printer near a wall outlet where the plug can be easily unplugged.

Ink Cartridge Safety Instructions 

■ Do not put your hand inside the printer or touch the cartridge during printing. 

■ Under normal circumstances, ink will not come out of the cartridge. If it does get 
on your skin, wash it off with soap and water. If it gets in your eyes, flush them 
immediately with water. 

■ Keep ink cartridges out of the reach of children. 

■ Do not dismantle the ink cartridges or try to refill them. This could result in 
damage to the print head. 

■ Once you install an ink cartridge, do not open the clamp or remove the cartridge 
except to replace it with a new one. The cartridge may become unusable 
otherwise. 

■ Install the ink cartridge immediately after you remove it from its foil package. 
Leaving the cartridge unpacked for a long time before use may result in reduced 
print quality. 

■ Do not use an ink cartridge beyond the date printed on the cartridge package. For 
best results, use up the ink cartridges within six months of installing them. 

■ Do not shake an ink cartridge; this can cause leakage. 

■ Always turn the printer off using the (!) power button. When you press this 
button, the (!) power light flashes briefly then goes out. Do not unplug the printer 
or turn off the power to the printer until the (!) power light is off. 

■ Before transporting the printer, make sure the print head is capped in the far right 
position and the ink cartridges are in place. 
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Setting Up Your Printer 



This chapter describes how to set up your printer by doing the following: 

■ Unpack the printer 

■ Attach the paper support

Unpack the Printer 

Remove any packing material from the printer as described on the unpacking sheet in 
the printer box. Then make sure you have these items: 




You'll also need a network cable to connect your printer. 



Attach the Paper Support 



Insert the paper support into the slots at the back of the printer's sheet feeder. 




Put the printer near an available grounded outlet, but avoid areas: 

■ With high temperature or humidity 

■ In direct sunlight or dusty conditions 

■ Near sources of heat or electromagnetic interference, such as loudspeakers or 
cordless telephone base units 

± Also be sure to check safety requirements and follow all the 
# safety instructions in the Introduction. 
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Install the Ink Cartridges 



1. Make sure the printer is turned off (the (!) power button should be up). Then 
plug the printer's power cord into a grounded outlet. 



Don't use an outlet controlled by a wall switch or timer, or one 
that uses the same circuit as a large appliance. This may 
disrupt the power, which can erase memory or even damage 
the power supply. 



2. Unwrap the ink cartridges. Then remove only the yellow part of the tape seal on 
the top, as shown. Don't pull off the blue portion or remove the clear seal 
underneath the cartridge. 
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To ensure the print heads charge correctly, install the ink 
cartridges that came with your printer. 

You must remove the yellow tape from the top of the 
cartridge or you will permanently damage it. It's okay if a smal 
corner of the yellow tape stays on the cartridge. 
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3. Lower the printer's output tray and open the cover. 




4. Press the O power button to turn on the printer. The O power light flashes and 
the A and ink out lights come on. The black ink cartridge holder moves 
slightly left to the loading position. 

Always use the (!) power button to turn the printer on or off. 
Never use the external switch on a power strip. 

5. Lift up the black ink cartridge clamp. 
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6. Place the black ink cartridge in the holder with the label facing up and toward the 
back of the printer, as shown. Then close the clamp, making sure it clicks into 
place. 




7. Now press the in color cleaning button to move the color ink cartridge holder into 
loading position. 

8. Repeat steps 5 and 6 to install the color ink cartridge. 

9. Press the cleaning button to begin charging the ink delivery system and then 
close the printer cover. 

Charging takes about 2 minutes. The (!) power light flashes and the printer 
makes various sounds until it's finished. Don't turn off the printer or interrupt 
this charging process or it will start over, using more ink than necessary. 
Charging is finished when the (!) power light stops flashing and stays on. 




Never turn off the printer when the (!) power light is flashing, 
unless the printer hasn't moved or made any noise for more than 
5 minutes. 
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Load Paper 

1 . Open the output tray extensions. Slide the left edge guide right until it is a little 
wider than your paper. 




2. Load a stack of plain paper with the printable side up and place it against the right 
edge guide. Then slide the left edge guide to the paper's left edge. Don't load 
paper higher than the arrow on the guide. 



Connect the Printer to Your Network 



Connect your printer to an Ethernet twisted-pair (lOBaseT or 100BaseTX) network 
connection. 

1 . Attach the network cable to the connector on the card.

2. To initialize the card, turn on the printer while pressing down the status sheet 
button. Continue pressing the status sheet button for five seconds. 

Printing a Status Sheet 

To print a status sheet, press the status sheet button and hold it for about three 
seconds. This sheet gives you important information, including the serial number and 
MAC address (hardware address) of the card. Keep the status sheet so you can use it 
when you configure the Ethernet card.

If you have a TCP/IP network, you need to install EPSON Status Monitor 2 on all 
your Windows 98 and Windows 95 workstations to use the EPSON TCP/IP printing 
protocol. 

Log in as an Administrator (NT) or Supervisor (NetWare). Before you start, turn off 
all other active applications, including virus protection programs.

Status Monitor 2 can create extra network traffic, so if you don't want to install it, 
you can skip to configuring the Ethernet card with EPSON Net!2. See page 26 
for NetWare and page 39 for TCP/IP and NetBEUI. 



If you have any Windows 98 or Windows 95 systems on your 
TCP/IP network, you need to install Status Monitor 2 on each 
one to use EPSON TCP/IP printing. Windows 98 and 
Windows 95 do not have TCP/IP printing built-in like 
Windows NT. 



Installing EPSON Net 1 2 on a Macintosh

Installing Status Monitor 2 

EPSON Status Monitor 2 is a single utility that you install in two parts. For each 
system that will monitor the printer, make sure you install the network part and the 
EPSON Stylus COLOR 900N part of EPSON Status Monitor 2. These two parts 
work together to allow you to see your printer's status information over the network. 

Status Monitor 2 lets you monitor information from the server or from any of the 
workstations where you install it. It gives you ink levels in the printer and notifies you 
if the printer has any problems. It does create network traffic, however, so you may 
want to limit the number of users who monitor the printer. 

Status Monitor 2 also includes the EPSON TCP/IP printing protocol, which allows 
Windows 98 and Windows 95 users to print with TCP/IP. If you have Windows 98 
or Windows 95 systems and use TCP/IP for printing, you need to install Status 
Monitor 2 on each workstation that uses the printer. 

You may not see screens for all the steps in this section, 
depending on your computer's configuration. 

Write down your settings in the spaces provided as you install 
the first part of Status Monitor 2. You need to select the same 
settings for the second part.

Follow these steps to install Status Monitor 2: 

1. Insert the printer software CD-ROM. You see the following screen:

A screen appears asking where you want 
to install Status Monitor 2. 

4. Click Next to accept the default directory or choose a different directory and click 
Next. 

5. If you are using Windows 98 or Windows 95 and you have TCP/IP installed, you 
see a screen asking you if you want to enable EPSON TCP/IP printing. Select 
Yes if you want to print with TCP/IP, and then click Next.

6. Select the type of printer(s) you want to monitor and click Next.

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7. Select Monitor to monitor EPSON network printers that do not have drivers on 
your computer.

If you have dial-up routers in a NetWare environment, they 
may automatically dial up the next hop and you may be 
charged for the line connection depending on the number of 
hops you set. To prevent this and to keep network traffic to a 
minimum, set hops carefully. 

8. If you're using NetWare, set the number of hops (0 to 15) and click Next.

9. Check the current settings and click Next. 

10. Select No and click Finish. 

Now you install the second part of Status Monitor 2: 

11. From the EPSON Installation Program screen, highlight Install Status Monitor 2 
for EPSON Stylus COLOR 900N and click the right arrow button f£>]. 

12. Click Next, then follow steps 5 through 8, using the same settings you used in 
those steps. 

13. Check the current settings and click Next. Select Yes and click Finish to restart 
your computer. 

14. After you restart your computer, right-click the green background monitoring 
icon ^ in your Startup group on the taskbar. Click Stop monitoring now. This 
step turns off background monitoring, which may interfere with EPSON Net!2 
when you configure the card. (See page 95 in your electronic EPSON Stylus 
COLOR 900N Manual or Chapter 1 1 in your Administrator 's Manual to turn on 
background monitoring later.) 

After you install the network software, configure the printer's Ethernet card for 
TCP/IP (page 39), or use EPSON Net!2 to configure your printer for NetWare 
(page 26). 
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/If you are not using EPSON Net!2 on your computer, you do 
not have to turn off background monitoring. (You should limit 
the number of systems that monitor the printer, however, to 
prevent network traffic problems.) 



Configuring for NetWare 

You can configure the printer for NDS or bindery with NwAdmin and EPSON 
Net!2. (If you want to use PCONSOLE, see Chapter 4 in your Administrator's 
Manual) Before you follow the steps in the sections below, check whether you want 
to use the printer as a dedicated print server or as a remote printer. (See page 4-2 in 
your Administrator 's Manual for details.) 



Using NwAdmin to Set Up Your Printer 

You must first use NwAdmin to define your printer, define a print server, and set up a 
queue. If the client does not correspond to NDS, set up the printer, print server, and 
queue in the bindery context. 

* When printing using bindery correspondence clients, make 
Jf the object related to the print server right under the bindery 
*Y\oteJ context in the directory tree. 

Confirm the bindery context path from the server with the 
SET BINDERY CONTEXT command. See your NetWare 
documentation for more information. 

When you print a text file using the NPRINT command or DOS 
redirection, misconversion or a gap in characters might occur 
depending on the client environment. 
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Follow these steps to set up your printer: 

1. Log in to the NDS tree (or to the server with bindery context) with admin or 
supervisor privileges. 

2. Run the administrator tool (NwAdmin). 

3. Create a printer: 

Click the directory context icon (or bindery context), and select Object, Create, 
and then Printer. Type the printer name and click Create. 




4. Create a print server: 

Click the directory context icon (or bindery context), and select Object, Create, 
and then Print Server. Type the print server name and click Create.

■ If the manual has bookmarks, use the bookmark section on the left side of the 
screen to move quickly to the topic of your choice.

EPSON Photo Paper 

Your EPSON Photo Paper Pack includes letter-size and 4 X 6-inch Photo Paper. You 
can use EPSON Photo Paper to print photographs that look almost as good as the 
ones you get from film processing. EPSON 4 X 6-inch Photo Paper is 
micro-perforated around the edges so you can trim your printouts and "bleed" the 
photo — extend it to the edge of the paper — on all sides. Photo Paper is also available 
in A4 (8.3 X 1 1.7 inches) and Panoramic (8.27 X 23.4 inches) sizes. 

Keep the following in mind when using EPSON Photo Paper: 

■ Always load the paper with the whiter (glossier) side facing up. 

■ Load up to 20 sheets of 4 X 6-inch, letter-size, or A4-size Photo Paper or 1 sheet 
of Panoramic paper. Use a support sheet if it is included in the paper package. 

■ To keep your printouts looking their best, store them in a resealable plastic bag or 
other airtight covering and protect them from heat, humidity, and direct sunlight. 
Return unused paper to the original package as soon as you finish printing. 

If you're using letter-size Photo Paper, follow the instructions in "Printing with 
Windows" on page 60 or "Printing with a Macintosh" on page 64 to load and print 
on the paper. Be sure to select Photo Paper as the Media Type setting. 




If you're using 4 X 6-inch Photo Paper, follow these steps: 

1 . Load the paper against the right edge guide 
with the glossy side facing up and the 
perforated margins positioned as shown:

Cleaning the Print Head 

If your printed image is unexpectedly light or faint, or dots are missing from the 
image, you may need to clean the print head. This unclogs the nozzles so they can 
deliver ink properly. 

Cleaning the print head uses ink, so clean it only if print quality declines. You can 
clean the print head in either of the following ways: 

■ Using the Head Cleaning utility in your printer software (when the printer is 
connected to a local port, not over a network), as described on page 78 

■ Using the printer's control panel buttons, as described on page 79 

Always wait until your document has finished printing before cleaning the print head. 

If you use special paper that comes with a cleaning sheet, 
don't use the cleaning sheet with your printer; it may jam 
inside the printer. 




Using the Head Cleaning Utility 



Follow these steps to run the Head Cleaning utility: 

1 . Make sure the printer is turned on but not printing, and both the 4 black and 
tib color ink out lights are off. 

2. Access the printer settings dialog box as described in "Printing with Windows" on 
page 60 or "Printing with a Macintosh" on page 64. 

3. Click the Utility tab (Windows) or the (M] Utility icon (Macintosh). 

4. On the Utility menu, click the Head Cleaning icon. 

5. Follow the instructions on the screen to clean the print head. Cleaning takes a 
little over a minute, during which the printer makes some noise and the (!) power 
light flashes. 




Never turn off the printer while the (1) power light is flashing, 
unless the printer hasn't moved or made noise for more than 
5 minutes. 



6. When the O power light stops flashing, run a nozzle check to test the results and 
reset the cleaning cycle. 

Make sure paper is loaded in the printer and click Print nozzle check pattern 
(Windows) or Confirmation (Macintosh). Then click Next. The nozzle check 
pattern prints; see "Examining the Nozzle Check Pattern" on page 80 for details. 

7. If the nozzle check pattern is filled in completely, click Finish. 

If the pattern is missing dots, click Clean to clean the print head again. If you 
don't see any improvement after cleaning two or three times, check the solutions 
in "Problems Getting Good Print Quality" on page 93. 
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Using the Control Panel 

Follow these steps to clean the print head using the control panel: 

1 . Make sure the printer is turned on but not printing, and both the 4 black and 
tib color ink out lights are off. 

2. Press the cleaning button and hold it down for three seconds. Cleaning takes a 
little over a minute, during which the printer makes some noise and the (!) power 
light flashes. 

Never turn off the printer while the (!) power light is flashing, 
unless the printer hasn't moved or made noise for more than 
5 minutes. 

3. After the (!) power light stops flashing, print a page to test the print quality and 
reset the cleaning cycle. 

If you're using Windows or Macintosh, run a nozzle check. Go to step 4. 

If you're using DOS, open an application and print a document containing black 
and color data. Then go to step 8. 

4. Start an application, open a document, and access the printer settings dialog box 
as described in "Printing with Windows" on page 60 or "Printing with a 
Macintosh" on page 64. 

5. Click the Utility tab (Windows) or the (M] Utility icon (Macintosh). You see the 
Utility menu. 

6. Make sure paper is loaded in the printer, click the Nozzle Check icon, and click 
Next. The nozzle check pattern prints on the printer; see "Examining the Nozzle 
Check Pattern" on page 80 for details. 

7. If the nozzle check pattern is filled in completely, click Finish. 

If the pattern is missing dots, click Clean to clean the print head again. 

8. If you don't see any improvement after cleaning two or three times, check the 
solutions in "Problems Getting Good Print Quality" on page 93.

Replacing an Ink Cartridge 

When the A black or tib color ink out light flashes, the indicated cartridge is low on 
ink. This is a good time to make sure you have a new cartridge. When the light stays 
on, the cartridge is empty and you need to replace it. You cannot print if either ink 
cartridge is empty. 

You can also check your ink levels using the EPSON status monitor (not available for 
Windows 3.1). See your electronic EPSON Stylus COLOR 900N Manual Tor details. 

Use these EPSON ink cartridges within six months of installing them and before the 
expiration date on the package: 

■ Black ink cartridge T0030 1 1 

■ Color ink cartridge T00501 1 

To ensure good results, use genuine EPSON ink cartridges 
and do not refill them. Other products may cause damage to 
your printer not covered by EPSON'S warranty. 




When you need new ink cartridges, contact your dealer or call EPSON Accessories at 
(800) 873-7766 or visit our web site at www.epsonsupplies.com (U.S. sales only). In 
Canada, please call (800) 873-7766 for dealer referral. 

If you need to replace an ink cartridge before the lights flash (because the ink is too 
old, for example) follow the instructions in "Replacing an Outdated Ink Cartridge" 
on page 83. 



Removing and Installing Ink Cartridges 



You can replace a cartridge when the A black or tib color ink out light is either 
flashing or on. (If you perform these steps when both ink out lights are off, the printer 
cleans the print heads as described on page 77.)

Replacing an Outdated Ink Cartridge 



If an ink cartridge is more than six months old, you may need to replace it. How can 
you tell? You may notice that your printouts don't look as good as they used to. If 
print quality doesn't improve after cleaning and aligning the print head, you can 
replace one or both cartridges. 

Follow these steps to replace an ink cartridge before the A black or tib color ink out 
light is flashing or on: 

1 . Remove the new ink cartridge from its packaging. 

2. Remove only the yellow part of the tape seal on top as shown below. Don't pull 
off the blue portion or try to remove the clear seal underneath the cartridge.

3. Make sure the printer is turned on and not printing, then open the printer cover. 

4. Press the 0 load/ eject button and hold it down for three seconds until the print 
head moves to the left to the black ink cartridge replacement position and the 
(!) power light begins flashing. 

5. If you need to replace only the color ink cartridge, press the S load/eject button 
again until the print head moves to the color ink cartridge replacement position.

Don't open the clamp or remove a cartridge except to 
replace it with a new one. Once you remove a cartridge, you 
can't reuse it, even if it contains ink. 



6. Pull up the ink cartridge clamp. The cartridge 
rises up from its holder.

The (!) power light flashes and the printer makes various sounds. 

Charging takes about one minute. When it's finished, the (!) power light stops 
flashing and stays on. 




Never turn off the printer while the (!) power light is flashing, 
Jr unless the printer hasn't moved or made noise for more than 
5 minutes. 



Aligning the Print Head 



If your printouts contain misaligned vertical lines, you may need to align the print 
head. 

If you are using DOS, follow the instructions in your electronic EPSON Stylus 
COLOR 900N Manual instead. 

Follow these steps: 

1 . Make sure the printer is turned on and letter-size paper is loaded. 

Load paper that's at least 8.27 inches (210 mm) wide. This 
prevents ink from spraying inside the printer and smudging 
your printouts. 

For the best results, load EPSON ink jet paper in the printer 
whenever you check the print head alignment. 

2. Access the printer settings dialog box as described on page 61 (Windows) or 
page 65 (Macintosh). 

3. Click the Utility tab (Windows) or the [M] Utility icon (Macintosh). You see the 
Utility menu. 

4. Click the Print Head Alignment icon. 

5. Follow the instructions on the screen to print a test page and select the correct 
alignment. 
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Cleaning the Printer 



To keep your printer working at its best, you should clean it several times a year. 



1 . Turn off the printer, unplug the power cord, and disconnect the network cable. 

2. Remove all the paper from the sheet feeder. 

3. Clean the exterior of the printer with a soft, damp cloth. 

4. Clean ink out of the printer's interior with a soft, damp cloth. 



Never use alcohol or thinner for cleaning; they can damage 



the printer components and case. 
Don't use a hard or abrasive brush. 

Don't get water on the printer components and don't spray 
lubricants or oils inside the printer. 

Don't use any cleaning sheets included with special media; 
they may jam inside the printer. 



Follow these steps: 




Don't touch the gears inside the printer. 
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Transporting the Printer 



If you move your printer some distance, you need to prepare it for transportation in 
its original box. Follow these steps: 

To avoid damage, always leave the ink cartridges installed 
when transporting the printer. 

Be sure to remove the tape used in step 4 after installing the 
printer in its new location. 

1 . Turn on the printer and wait until the print head locks in the far right position. 
Then turn off the printer. 

2. Unplug the power cord from the electrical outlet. Then disconnect the network 
cable from the printer. 

3. Remove any paper from the printer and remove the paper support. 

4. Open the printer cover. Secure the ink cartridge 
holder to the printer with tape as shown, then close 
the printer cover. 

5. Push in the output tray extensions and close the 
tray. 

6. Repack the printer and attachments in the original 
box using the protective materials that came with it. 
See the unpacking sheet that was packed with your printer. 

Be sure to keep the printer level as you transport it. If you notice a decline in print 
quality after transporting the printer, clean the print head (see page 77); if output is 
misaligned, align the print head (see page 85). 
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Problem Solving 



This section gives you the basics for diagnosing and solving printer problems. First see

page 100. 



Diagnosing Printer Problems 

You can diagnose some problems by checking the printer's control panel lights, as 
described below. It may also be helpful to try running a printer check; see page 9 1 for 
instructions. 



Checking the Control Panel Lights

Follow these guidelines when the control panel lights come on or flash: 



0 is on 


The 0 power light is on when the printer is on and ready to print. It 
flashes when the printer is receiving a print job or performing a 
maintenance operation, such as cleaning the print head. 


Q flashes 


When the Q paper out light flashes, you have a paper jam. Turn off 
the printer and gently pull out all paper. Make sure none of the 
sheets are curled, creased, old, stuck together, or too thin. Then 
reload the stack against the right edge guide and slide the left edge 
guide over to the paper's left edge. Then turn the printer on. 


Q is on 


When the Q paper out light comes on, your paper is out or incorrectly 
loaded. Make sure none of the sheets are curled, creased, old, stuck 
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together, or too thin. Then reload the stack against the right edge 
guide and slide the left edge guide over to the paper's left edge. 
Press the B load/eject button to resume printing.

When an ink out light flashes, your ink supply is low. Make sure you 
have a replacement cartridge.

When all the lights are off, the printer is not receiving power. Try 
these solutions:

■ Turn off the printer, plug in the power cord securely, and turn on 
the printer again. 

■ Make sure the outlet is not controlled by a switch or timer and is 
operable. 
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Running a Printer Check 

You can run a printer check to determine whether the problem comes from the 
printer itself or some other source. Follow these steps to run the printer check: 

1 . Make sure both the printer and computer are turned off. 

2. Disconnect the interface cable from the printer. 

3. Make sure paper is loaded in the printer. 

Load paper that's at least 8.27 inches (210 mm) wide. This 
prevents ink from spraying inside the printer and smudging 
your printouts. 

4. Hold down the 0 load/ eject button, then press and release the (!) power button. 
Continue holding down the 0 load/eject button until the (!) power light starts to 
flash, then release it. 

The printer prints one page showing its ROM version number, ink counter, and a 
nozzle check pattern. Only the nozzle check pattern is shown below. 




5. To end the check, turn off the printer after it prints the check page. Then 
reconnect the interface cable and turn on your printer and computer. 

■ If the results are satisfactory, the problem lies in your software settings, the 
interface cable, or your computer. 

■ If the check page does not print correctly, you may have a problem with 
your printer. First try cleaning the print head (see page 77). Then try the 
suggestions in "Problems and Solutions" on page 92 for more information. 
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Problems and Solutions 



Here are some basic troubleshooting tips if you have any problems setting up your 
printer, installing software, or getting good print quality. 

Problems Setting Up the Printer or Installing Its 
Software 

If you installed the ink cartridges and the printer started making noise . . . 

■ The first time you install ink cartridges, the printer must charge its ink delivery 
system for a couple minutes. Please wait until charging is finished (the (!) power 
light stops flashing) before you turn off the printer. If you turn off the printer 
while it is charging, it will begin charging again the next time you turn on the 
printer and use more ink than necessary. 

■ Make sure the ink cartridge clamps are locked down completely and that no 
packing material remains in the printer. 

If your printer makes noise when you turn it on or after it has been sitting for a 
while . . . 

Your printer is performing routine maintenance. 

If you're having problems installing the printer software . . . 

■ Carefully follow the instructions for installing the printer software on page 49 or 
page 110. 

■ Make sure your printer is turned on and the network cable is securely connected 
to the printer and hub. 

■ Make sure you've closed all other applications, including any screen savers. Then 
try installing the software again. 
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If your printer icon doesn't appear in the Chooser (Macintosh) . . . 

■ Your Macintosh has extension conflicts. Disable Quick Draw GX in the 
Extensions Manager. Make sure AppleTalk and SC 900 (AT) are enabled, and 
then restart your Macintosh. Also, make sure your AppleTalk connection is set to 
Ethernet. 

■ You may have too many items in the Chooser. Delete any unused items and check 
the Chooser again. 

If you can't see the ink level gauge when you print in Windows . . . 

Make sure you installed both parts of Status Monitor 2. If you didn't, uninstall your 
printer driver and Status Monitor 2, as described on page 97. Then, see page 23 to 
install Status Monitor 2. After that, re-install your printer driver, following the 
instructions on page 49. Once you've installed Status Monitor 2, make sure 
background monitoring is turned on. See your electronic EPSON Stylus COLOR 
900N Manual for details on Status Monitor 2. (Status Monitor 2 is not available for 
Windows 3.1.) 

Problems Getting Good Print Quality 
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If you see horizontal banding . . . 

■ Make sure the print head nozzles are not clogged. To clean the print head, see 
page 77. 
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■ Make sure the Media Type setting matches the paper you loaded. See page 76 for 
guidelines. 

■ Make sure the printable side of the paper is face up. It is usually the whiter or 
shinier side of ink jet paper. 

■ Make sure the ink cartridges aren't low on ink. If either ink out light is flashing, 
replace the ink cartridge; see page 80. If your ink cartridge is more than six 
months old, you may need to replace it; see page 83. 

■ Try using Automatic mode. See page 62 (Windows) or page 65 (Macintosh) for 
instructions. 

■ Make sure the paper thickness lever is in the 0 position, as shown to the right. Set 
the thickness lever to the + position when you print on thicker paper or envelopes. 




If you see vertical banding . . . 

■ Make sure the print head nozzles are not clogged. To clean the print head, see 
page 77. 

■ Run the Print Head Alignment utility. See page 85 for instructions. 

■ Check the paper thickness lever position. If it's in the + position, your printer is 
set for thicker paper or envelopes and your image may have banding. 
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For most papers, set the paper thickness lever to the 0 position. 




If your printout is blurry or smeared . . . 

■ Make sure your paper isn't damp or loaded face down (the printable side should 
be loaded face up). If it's damp, reload a new stack of paper. 

■ Use a support sheet with special media or try loading your media one sheet at a 
time. 

■ Make sure your paper or media meets the specifications listed in your electronic 
EPSON Stylus COLOR 900N Manual. 

■ Run the Print Head Alignment utility. See page 85 for instructions. 

■ Check the paper thickness lever position. If it's in the + position, your printer is 
set for thicker paper or envelopes and your image may smear. For most papers, set 
the paper thickness lever to the 0 position, as shown above. 



If your printout is faint or has gaps in the image . . . 

■ Make sure the print head nozzles are not clogged. To clean the print head, see 
page 77. 

■ Make sure your paper isn't damaged, old, dirty, or loaded face down. If it is, 
reload a new stack of paper with the printable side up. The printable surface is 
usually whiter or shinier. 

If your printout contains incorrect or missing colors . . . 

■ Make sure the Ink setting is set to Color for color images. 

■ Make sure the print head nozzles are not clogged. To clean the print head, see 
page 77. 

■ Make sure the ink cartridges aren't low on ink or too old. If either ink out light is 
flashing, replace the ink cartridge; see page 80. If your ink cartridge is more than 
six months old, you may need to replace it; see page 83. 

■ Try using Automatic mode. See page 62 (Windows) or page 65 (Macintosh) for 
instructions. 

■ Your printed colors can never exactly match your on-screen colors. However, you 
can use a color management system to get as close as possible. For information on 
your printer software's color matching options, see your electronic EPSON Stylus 
COLOR 900N Manual. 
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If your printout contains incorrect characters . . . 

■ Your printer's network cable may not be securely connected. Check that the 
cables are connected correctly at all places between your computer and the printer 
on the network to ensure proper communication. After adjusting the cable(s), try 
printing from an application again. 

■ Your printer may not be selected as the current printer in your application, or as 
the Windows default printer, or as the current printer in the Macintosh Chooser. 
Be sure to select EPSON Stylus COLOR 900N in your application. For 
instructions on selecting the Windows default printer, see your Windows 
documentation or online help. To select your printer in the Macintosh Chooser, 
see page 52. 

If your printout is grainy . . . 

■ Try using a higher quality paper. 

■ Make sure you set the Quality/Speed slider to the Quality setting in your printer 
software; see page 62 (Windows) or page 65 (Macintosh) for instructions. 

■ Run the Print Head Alignment utility. See page 85 for instructions. 

■ You may need to increase the image resolution or print it in a smaller size. See 
your software documentation for instructions.

If you have dial-up routers in a NetWare environment, they 
may automatically dial up the next hop and you may be 
charged for the line connection depending on the number of 
hops you set. To prevent this and to keep network traffic to a 
minimum, set hops carefully. 



10. Check the current settings and click Next to install the software. When the 
installer prompts you, insert the second diskette. 

11. When you see the Setup Complete screen, select No and click Finish. 

12. Insert the Status Monitor 2 for EPSON Stylus COLOR 900N, diskette 1, in your 
drive. 
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13. Follow steps 2 through 10, using the same settings you used in those steps. 

14. When the Setup Complete screen appears, select Yes and click Finish. 

15. After you restart your computer, right-click the green background monitoring 
icon in your Startup group on the taskbar. Click Stop monitoring now. 

This turns off background monitoring, which may interfere with EPSON Net!2 
when you configure the card. (See page 95 in your electronic EPSON Stylus 
COLOR 900N Manual or Chapter 1 1 in your Administrator 's Manual to turn on 
background monitoring.) 

If you install Status Monitor 2 on additional workstations, or 
you are not using EPSON Net!2, you do not have to turn off 
background monitoring. You should limit the number of 
systems that monitor the printer, however, to prevent 
network traffic problems.
